One  dollar  is  .  paid  for  the  student 
union,  a 'fund  from  which  should 
come  all  the  entertainment  neces¬ 
sary  for  any  college  campus. 

In  reality,  a  complaint  of  the  rec¬ 
reational  facilities  In  '  the  city  of 
Maryville  is  an  admission  of  the 
failure  of  the  College  or  its  students 
to  provide  sufficient  entertainment 
here  on  the  campus. 

The  city  is  riot  responsible  to  the 
students,  nor  the  students  to  the 
city.  But  the  College  has  an  obliga¬ 
tion.  and  such  an  obligation  is  re¬ 
ciprocal,  calling  upon  the  students 
for  cooperation.  If  there  were  to  be 
rio  suitcase  students,  the  campus 
might  be  amazed  at  the  elaborate 
recreational  program  which  could 
be  maintained. 

The  sixty-four  dollar  question  is 
this:  “Are  the  students  here  for  the 
entertainrnent,  or  is  the  entertain¬ 
ment  here  for  the  students?"
